Abdther  was  E.  G.  Wilson, 
pastor  of  Coliseum  PhJcl  Baptist  Church,  and 
the  third  was  D,  I.  Pdrier.  pastor  Of  Valence 
Chupch. 

1  Dr.  .Purser  had  resl^nid  as  pastor  and  had 
left  the  city,  but  wheri  the  plague  broke  out 
he  came  back  to.  New  oAeans  .and  mrinlstered 
to  the  sick  and  the  djy^ig  until  he  too  was 
stricken  down. 

Those  of  us  who  noW  live  and  work  In  this 
great  city  enter  iato  fh«ji]  labors  and  sacrifices, 
and  w-ish  that  upon  usJnjay  fall  the  mantle  of 
their  faithful  and)far-reu(4iing  ministry.

The  state  id  called  the  commonwealth, 
and  Ambassador  Brjce  named  his  great  book 
"The  American  Commonwealth,"  because  the 
government  exists  for  the  coition  welfare  of  all. 
Now  when  the  people  are  separated  into  "blocs" 
we  have  a  situation  that  is  utterly  at  variance 
with  the  fundamenta)  principle  of  government, 
and  if  allowed  its  w»y  will  eventually  destroy 
government.

Many  of 
our  strong  laymen  should  plan  to  go.  Many 
great  benefits  and  blessings  will  follow.  For 
one  thing,  we  will  understand  the  European 
situation  better.  For  another,  we  shall  know 
how  (o  co-operate  with  our  European  brethren 
better.  Then,  too,  we  shall  have  information 
to  bring  homo  to  our  people.  Many  will  wish 
to  make  a  tour  of  the  Continent  after  the  Alli¬ 
ance  meeting.  It  is  the  most  interesting  time 
In  all  history  to  see  Europe,  and  I  do  not  hesi¬ 
tate  to  say  that  the  Baptist  movement,  cover¬ 
ing  all  European  countries,  is  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  and  Inspiring  that  the  world  has  ever 
seen.  Let  Southern  Baptists  and  Northern 
Baptists  do  all  they  can  to  reinforce  these 
groups  of  European  Baptists,  and  there  will 
come  an  unparalleled  unity  and  morale  to  jour 
Baptist  forces-  Baptists  from  all  parts  of  [the 
world  will  come  together  for  inspiration,  j 
Meantime,  I  hope  there  will  be  much  th|n|k- 
Itig  and  talking  and  writing  on  the  subject  of 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. 
We  cannot  afford  to  neglect  It.  It  is  fraujght 
with  tremendous  possibilities.  If  many  Sojith- 
ern  Baptists  shall  attend,  it  will  reinforce  our 
European  work  beyond  our  power  of  computa¬ 
tion  and  It  will  reinforce  our  work  In  America 
and  all  our  foreign  fields,  (n  South  America, ]aP 
rca  and  the  Far  East.  Let  us  pray  and  plan  for 
a  great  host  to  cross  the  sea  to  our  beloved 
brethren  In  Sweden  and  In  Europe-

ing  the  sinner.  Jesus  says,  ”1,  if  I 
be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw 
all  men  unto  me.”  The  drawing  Is 
effected  by  His  word  and  gospel  ami 
by  His  providence:  all,  through  the 
medium  of  the  conscience,  by  which 
the  heart  Is  reached.  No  matter  how 
far  the  sinner  may  wander,  or  how 
bitterly  he  may  resist  the  personal  ap¬ 
peals  of  friends,  yet,  he  is,  utnll  death 
a  gospel  subject  and  a  subject  of  God's 
love  and  mercy:  no  such  thing  as  an 
unconverted  person  committing  the  un¬ 
pardonable  sin.

6:8;  we 
will  now  proceed  to  the  main  subject 
In  hand  and  let  "Jesus",  Peter,  John 
and  Paul  settle  the  question.  Matthew 
12:31,  32,  33,  record  the  Saviour’s  Ian 
guage  as  follows.  "Wherefore"  I  say 
unto  you,  All  manner  of  sin  and  bias 
phemy  shall  be  forgiven  unto  men: 
but  the  blasphemy  against  the  Holy 
Ghost  shall  not  be  forgiven  unto  men. 
And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  again 
st  the  Son  of  man.  It  jihall  be  forgiven 
him;  but  whosoever  speaketh  against 
the  Holy-Ghost  It  shall  not  be  forgiven 
him,  neither  In  this  w^rld,  neither  in 
the  world  to  come.  Either  make  the 
tree  good  and  his  fruit  good;  or  else 
make  the  tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit 
corrupt;  for  the  tree  Is  known  by  his 
fruit.”
